That's not true, no matter 


which way you turn it. The news 
media are constantly under 
attack 
from those who 
say, 


inaccurately, that "news" is 
always about crime and war and 
riots and disasters of every sort, 
never about "good" things. 
Those who believe this econ- 
tention somehow overlook front 
page stories about moon lan- 
dings, the steady progress 
against 
cancer 
and 
other 


diseases-human achievements of 
infinite variety. 


The trouble with this 
par- 


ticular breed of critic is that he 
doesn't know what news is. A 
spectacular example is the 
fellow out in California 
who 


decided 
to 
publish 
a 


"newspaper" with nothing in it 
but "good news." The very first 
edition, which came out some 16 
months ago, enlightened its 
readership thus in a front page 
story: "In the United States last 
year, 196,459,483 citizens did not 
commit a criminal 
offense, 


4,896,720 college students did not 
participate in a riot or student 
demonstration and 
201,489,710 


citizens did not use illegal 
drugs."

as volcanic. 


On Monday, Mattingly took a

He said he 
needed time to prepare a de- 
fense. 


Goodloe said the judge dis- 


missed the court-appointed at- 
torneys but later reappointed 
them, saying he wanted to hear 
the case today as scheduled. 


Goodloe said 
that because 


Gorxlson made a statement dur- 
ing the hearing concering the 
way that the Walker, Kaplan 
and Mays firm defended its 
clients, he made a motion to 
the court asking that the judge 


disqualify himself from hearing 
the case.

Should 
it rack up a clear major victo- 
ry and establish, say, a capital 
for the Viet Cong's Provisional 
Revolutionary Government that 
would make the Nixon visit al- 
most impossible. 


Would Hanoi deliberately set 


out to embarrass its protector 
and benefactor? Would the of- 
fensive have taken place if 
Moscow had warned against it? 


These are puzzling questions. 


Kissinger may not have re- 
ceived satisfactory answers. He 
adopted a Soviet device in de- 
scribing the talks as "frank," 
which in Moscow would mean 
they got nowhere. 


Ixionid Brezhnev, the party 


general secretary who is to 


meet with Nixon, set the tone 
March 20 in a notably mild 
speech that dwelt en the Soviet 
intention to 'Improve the politi- 
cal climate of the planet." 


The Russians want the sum- 


mit for a variety of weighty 
reasons, some connected with 
the economy.

Lawyers Are Liable to Client

LITTLE HOCK (AP) - The 


public apparently is 
increas- 


ingly aware that an attorney, 
like a physician, is liable to his 
clients for any damage result- 
ing from his negligence and 
any breach of the professional 
ethics. 


Conclusive statistical date in 


Arkansas is hard to come by, 
but some attorneys and insur- 
ers state privately that public 
knowledge of the lawyer's lia- 
bility and action regarding it is 
on the upswing. 


The state Supreme 
Court's 


Committee on Professional Con- 
duct, in an annual report for 
calendar 1971, said about 350 in- 


quiries 
were 
received 
con- 


cerning the committee's pur- 
pose and requesting informa- 
tion on how to complain about 
various attorneys. 


The report apparently was 


the first such annual statement 
by the committee, which was 
the successor to the one known 
earlier as the Bar Rules Com- 
mittee. Clerk Jimmy Hawkins 
of the state Supreme Court said 
no other annual reports of the 
group were on file with his of- 
fice. 


Paul Johnson Jr. of Little 


Rock, an attorney, was execu- 
tive secretary of the committee 
and filed the report, which said 
that 90 persons requested per- 


sonal interviews. 


Johnson said that only about 


25 per cent of the total inquiries 
related to professional conduct. 


Sixty-seven 
written com- 


plaints were made under oath 
and submitted to the com- 
mittee, which conducted three 
formal hearings.

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Muskie Still Sees a Future in Campaign

PHILADELPHIA 
( A P ) - 


Sen. Edmund S. Muskie has 
been 
clobbered again, but 


claims his campaign has turned 
the corner and "we are on our 
way up again." 


His latest defeats in two pri- 


maries cast considerable doubt. 


As in the earlier Florida and 


Wisconsin contests, Muskie ran 
poorly Tuesday in the Pennsyl- 
vania and Massachusetts presi- 
dential preference elections. 


In Massachusetts, where polls 


once indicated MusKie would 
win with ease, Sen. George 
McGovern beat him more than 
2-to-l. 


In Pennsylvania, where Sen. 


Hubert H. Humphrey won and 
Gov. George C. Wallace placed 
second, Muskie and McGovern 
were in a tight rnce for third 
place. 


Muskie finds himself on the 


ropes as the presidential pri- 
mary parade marches on to 
Ohio-and a new crisis for the 
Maine senator. 


Two months ago, when he 


was his party's front-runner, 
Muakie appeared to be in a 
strong position in Ohio. 


Now, 
most observers in Ohio 


make Humphrey the favorite. 
Both 
the 
Humphrey 
and 


McGovern camps think that 
McGovern has moved into sec- 
ond place. 


Muskie's hopes rest with Gov. 


John J. Gilligan, who has built 
the first strong Ohio Democrat- 
ic organization in years.

You bid your opponent's suit 
to show a tfood hand. There 
are times when one of these 
modern cue bids succeeds in 
completely 
confusing 
your 


partner but this business of 
confusing your partner is not 
confined to complicated bids 
We have seen the simplest 
bids lead to plenty of trou 
ble. 


W h e n these fancy bids 


work they really do. Look at 
this 24 high card point slam 
bid against an opening heart 
bid as an example. 


North's two-heart call was 


one of those cue bids. He 
was going to g a m e and 
wanted to suggest a slam. 
South had a very sound over- 
call and decided to cue-bid 
right back to show his own 
slam interest. N o r t h con- 
finned spades as the suit. 
South cue-bid in diamonds to 
show first round control and 
North felt strong enough to 
show the club ace with a 
five-club call.

North 
could have bid four hearts 
over his partner's four dia- 
monds.

Similar- 
ly, South could have bid five 
hearts over five clubs if he 
could handle the first lead in 
that suit. 


How did South know that 


his partner held the ace and 
king of spades? Easy. North 
would not have gone past 
game on his own hook with- 
out both those cards.
